Start of Alliance Dissolution 

The official announcement from 
Paris and later on official intimation 
to the state department of what had 
happened cleared the air. Instead of 
asking to start peace conferences, to 
which Germany and Austria might be 
admitted, the move now is seen as the 
beginning of the process of dissolution 
of the Central Alliance. 

The Berlin version deseribing the 
request for an armistice as a coup by 
Premier Malinoff, without support 
from the king, cabinet or army, ap- 
parently was completely disposed of 
by the report of the French general 
commanding in Magedonia, that. the 
peace envoys were the Bulgarian min- 
ister of finance and the general com- 
manding the second army. 

Possible Developments 
Washington Official Opinion 

Military men are already thinking 
of what might be done with both Bul- 
|garia and Turkey out of the war and 
under Allied surveillance. Entene 
forces might open the Dardanelles and 
the Black Sea to their warships and 
transports and prepare the way for 
the re-establishment of the armies on 
front, thus surrounding the Germanic 
power with an iron ring.

WASHINGTON, Sept, 27.—Bulgaria, 
suing for peace with her armies beat- 
en and her strongholds in the hands 
of the Allies, will get no peace in the 
making of which Germany even in- 
directly has a finger, and no peace 
leaving in her possession the slightest | 
portion of the spoils of her inglorious 
part in the war as Berlin's tool. 

Nor will there be any interruption 
of the victorious march of the Allied 
forces in Bulgaria, until the Bulgari- 
ans are ready to disarm, drive out 
their German officers and advisors, 
and surrender as pledges of good faith 
such strategic points as may be desig- 
nated. 

On these points there was no disa- 
greemnt tonight in official and Allied 
diplomatic quarters, When word came 
through American official channels 
that the Bulgarians has asked for an 
armistice to discuss terms of peace. 

The United States is not at war with 
Bulgaria and the Bulgarian minister 
still occupies his legation here. There- 
fore, directly and formally the Ameri- 
can government has nothing to do 
with the proposal to the French geoa- 
eral cénimanding the Allies in’ Muce- 
donia. Actually, however, the Bulga- | 
rian affairs must be considered as an 
important phase of the world war 
situation; so the announcement from 
Paris that not only the Entente gov- 
ernments but the United States must 
be consulted before Bulgarian propos- 
als are considered, was not surpris- 
ing.

This is the fourth battle the Can- 
adian corps has fought since August 
8th, and its developments promise to 
make it the most notable of all.

BEFORE OCT. 12 


Time Set is Ten Days Prior to 
This Date and Not After 
Sept. 30 


According to instructions just re- 
ceived at Registrar Carson's office in 
, Calgary, Americans in group 2, that 
jis between the ages of 19 and 20, and 
| 81 and 44, will be required to register 
‘under the Canadian Military Service 
Act 10 days subsequent to October 
12, and not ten days after September 
30 as previously intimated. 

Many Americans have lately made 
inquiries at the Edmonton American 
| consular agency as to what procedure 
| they are to adopt in connection with 
| registration under the Canadian Mili- 
| tary Service Act. It is necessary that 
| each man should give his full name, 
and this in order that it is perfectly 
legible should be hand-printed, and 
not written in the ordinary manner.

More Arrests in Eight Months of 
1918 Than in All of Year 
1917 


Since January ist, up to the pre- 

sent time, more arrests for violations 
of the Liquor act have been made 
than during all of the year 1917, ac- 
cording to a comparative statement 
of statistics compiled by Chief Hill, 
| of the city police force. 
{ From the first of the present year 
up to the first of September no leas 
than 279 persons were arrested on 
charges of violation of the Nquor 
laws. A conviction was secured In 
each case except in 24, which were 
| dismissed. From the convictions, tne 
fines and costs amounted to $12,802, 
and seven hundred gallons of liquor 
have been confiscated and turned over 
to the government.
